The most important persons on both 
ihe guestion are said, however, to stand 
original position, avd the prospects 
of acompromise are not thonght to be good 
Both Band and Reagan are quoted as deciariag 
their determination to stand by the Bland dollar 
uncempromisivgly, and the anti silver men say 
that President Cieyelaud has not altered his views 
in the least since writing his famous anti silver 
letter, shortly after his election, The prospect 
seems to be Lora straight issue on both sides, and 
the ontcome depencs upon whether or not the 
edministration has received enough converts since 
the just session to put them in control of the house 
on ibat question, which, itis thought, will be the 
most important in the organization of the house, 
aud in this respect Speaker Carlisie will be placed 
jn anembarrassing position. There is no idea that 
be will meet with any opposition in his canvass 
dor the ‘speakerrhip, and he wiil 
have to decide 8s to the organization 
of the coinage, weights and meacures committee. 
which will haye the silver question beforeit. ac- 
eording to the general custum, the old chairmen 
who have served satisfactorily will be reappointed 
ai the heads of their respective committees. Thus 
Morriscn will expect to go at the heid of the ways 
and mesnus, Randall’s friends will claim for him 
the appropriations committee, and Bland will ex- 
pect to be placed at the head of the coinage, 
weights and measures committee. He will expect 
s)iso thet the committee will be organized accord- 
ing to his ideas, so thatthe silver jmen will be in 
contro! Should his expectations be accomplished, 
the silver men would bave tie reins in taeir own 
hands, aud the administration would be defeated 
at the outset. On the other hand, if Carlisle 
should refuse to place Bland in his old position, 
orshouio organize the committee so as to take the 
power out of his hande, it would have 
a tendency to commit the house to the support of 
the edministration before any vote bad been 
teken, and to plungeitiatoa long and exciting 
coutest atonce. Jn the face of these circumstances, 
itis important to know what Carlisle’s views on 
he question are. The silver men naturally reckon 
on his being with them, as opposed to the New 
York bankers, butit is understood that he has 
Ftuciec the question very carefully and is inclin- 
ed to thiuk with the president,tbat there is dancer 
in the unlimited coinage of silver dollars. This 
question is giving bim more uneasiness than the 
tari’ or anything else that may come before con- 
gress this winter, aud for months past he has been 
iniking with men on both subjects, and makinga 
carefuistudy of the situation. Representative 
Warner expressed the opinion today that congress 
woud pass the compromise silver bill this session.

4& Tobacco Procession Which was Eight 
Miles Long. 

Lovrsvitzr, September 17.—Tobacco day 
or the celebration of the sale of the one hund. 
red thousandth hogshead of tobacco in Louis- 
Ville this year, took place todey. Thecity is 
crowded eo that locomotion in the business 
streets Almost impossible. Excursion trains 
from beighboring etates bave been arrivin 
ince yesterday, and there are fifty thousan 
Visitors in thecity. The parade was a mag- 
nvicent pageant. It was composed of the most 
é.aborate, artistic and costly displeys, repre- 
senting vearly every commercial interest. 
It was over eight miles long, and took hours 
to pass a given point. 

atheugh the various commercial interests 
were represented, the tobacco interest was 
£iventhe postof honor, and their displays 
occupied three out of the procession of eight 
mi'es. Thestreets were crowded from early 
morn, and it being a holiday, the city was 
hendsomely and elaborately decora. 
ted. Fully fifty thousand visitors 
witnessed the procession, which began its 
march at 10:30 o’clock, and peradod the prin- 
cipai streets, heaced by the police and fire 
cepariments. There were many very 
Picturesque displays in the procession, 
and large quantities of tobacco 
of all grades and qualities were hanging from 
ciflerent wegons. White Bargundy, Virginie 
wrapper, the celebraicd Hart county, yellow 
prior, Green river, dark leaf, heavy, rich long 
tobacco from Christian and other southerao 
counties. The blue prior, Clarksville leaf and 
every other quality known and used by manu- 
facturers were represented in the 
Cisplay. The tobacco men not only 
had separate and individual displays, but 
they all united in preparing a number of 
huge floats, representixg tobacco in all stages 
of cultivation and manufacture. Among the 
prominent floats to be noticed was anim. 
mense decorated platform with designs inten- 
ced to represent the whole tobasco trade. 
Another. wes & panorama of Columbus 
discovering America ; another Sir 
Walter Raleigh presenting the queen 
of England, surrounded by five maids of 
honor, with a leaf of topacco; another was a 
realistic tobscco plantation scene. Fo)lowing 
the tobacco floats came nine other long divis- 
ions in the parade, representing various other 
interests end industries, and these were 
equal) interesting and attractive as the pre- 
ceding. The __— precession was four 
hours parsing a given point. The proces- 
sion ended at the exposition, where the 
largest crowd ever in the building assembled. 
Deinrcsch’s orchestra played the tobacco pro- 
gramme. Several epeeches congratulatory to 
the trade of Louisville were made, and a hogs- 
bead of fine burloy tobacco, selected as the 
one bundred thousandth hogshead, was sold 
+t auction to C. L, Head, who purchased it for 
Finger Bros., of Louisville, who will 
manufaciure it ipto a favorite 
brand. The hogshead weighed 1,190 pounds 
retand brought $3,025, or $1.70 per pound, 
the bigbest sum ever received for a hogshead. 
In view of the event the Courier-Journa 
jeeues a double number tomorrow morniag, 
which will contain an elaborate and exhaust- 
ive history of the leaf tobacco trade, with 
carefully compiled statistics and interesting 
biographical matters.

Lancaster, Ont., September 17.—On Tues- 
dey evening D. M. McCrimmon, postmaster 
at South Lancaster, C. J. Woods and Charles 
Dickson, all of this place, left the south shore 
of Leke St. Francis in a yecht for Lancaster. 
When near Johneon’s light house the vessel 
was struck by a squall and capsized. The 
three men succeeded in seating themselves on 
the bottom of the boat, and called loudly for 
ecsistance, Although their cries were heard 
on ike shore, rescue could not 
be attempted. On Wednesday morn- 
irg the steamer Bohemian passed 
them, but their signals werenotseen. Dick- 
son now euceumbed to the exposure and 
fatigue and dropped dead:into the lake off 
Port Lewis. McCrimmon, who was still com- 
parative strong, exerted himself to keep 
Woods warm, but after holding him in his 
arms for three hours the poor fellow died. 
The capsized yacht eventually drifted into 
Hungry bay, five miles east of Port Lewis, and 
on reaching {jsballow water McCrimmon 
waded ashore and reached the house ofa 
farmer in an exhausted state.

The Gcrgecus Kevel of a Wealthy Eaglish

THE WATER SUPPLY. 


MAYOR HILLYER IN THECOUNTRY 


LOOKING AT THE STREAMS. 


Zhe Verious Botrces of Bupply Discusesd—TLfie 
Probable Cost to the City ofthe New Works— 
256 Water's Purity Tested—The Peach. 
treo Stream Not Available—Btc. 


Mayor Hillyer eslepton the banks of the 
Chattabocchee last night. 

Aesietant City Engineer Williams slept near 
by. 

Yesterday morning the mayor and the 
aesistant engineer left the city to investigate 
several] streams of water inthe northern, 
esstern and western portions ofthe county, 
from which they hope to derive an abundant 
tupply of good, pure water for Atlanta. 

Just where they went yesterday it “is not 
known, es the mayor is 

ACTING VERY DELIBERATELY 
tince his return fromthe eastérn cities, 
where he went to examine the water systems 
end to consult with topographical engineers, 
Mejor Hillyer has made the circuit of Fulton 
county, searching tor a good stream from 
which to secure a weter supply. He has been 
accom panied on these excursions by various 
members of the general council, and the gen- 
tlemen ere ali highly pleased with the result 
of their investigations. They are satisfied 
that there are a half dozen excellent sources 
sround Atienta, and thata half million dol- 
Jers will give the city an exhaustless supply 
of good, clear, pure water. When on these 
trips Mayor Hillyer carried with him 
A DOZEN SMALL BOTTLES 

and ateech stream filled one of them with 
water. A few days later hesecured a second 
phial of water from the same stream and 
placing it beside the firet one allowed them to 
rettle. In this wey he hes managed to aecer- 
tain the relative clearnees of the water. These 
bottles of water have been on exhibition in 
the mayor’s cfiice for quitea while and have 
«xcited considerable interest. There is water 
trom the Chattahoochee river both above and 
Lelow the state roed bridge, water from Nan- 
cy’s creek, water from Peachtree creek, water 
frcm Lopg Ieland creek, and water from 
Desdwooed creek. 

The various etreams are all well adapted to 
the uses contemplated. 

THE STREAMS BY NAME. 

Long Island creek rises in land lot 72, and 
fiows southwest into the Chattahoochee river, 
about ten miles from town. The water is clean, 
and comes in contact with no impure location. 
Naxcy’s creek begins at land lot 35 and flows 
southeast initio DeKalb. It then takes a 
southwestern direction and flows into Peach- 
tree crcek, near where that stream empties 
into the Chattehooches river. The Peachtree 
hes its origin near the Stone mountain, and 
fiows almost due west into the Chatfahoochee, 
ebove Iceville. 

MAYOR HILLYFR TALKS. 

“All of these streams,” said Mayor Hillyer 
a few days ago, “will supply the water At- 
lanta needs. Then, too, we can tap either 
stream a* more than one place.”’ 

‘“‘Which cne is the most suitable, mayor?” 
waa eked, 

“We cannot tell yet. 
have been so promiscuous lately that we have 
not been able to escertam the capacity of 
either stream. We don’t want to know the 
volume after e freshet when the stream is full, 

but we want it atits minimum.”
